Civil suits will likely be instituted 
within the next, few days against

Brownstown and Crothersville to re- 
<*over alleged gambling losses of ap­ 
proximately $3,500 which Edward J. 
Brand, 
405 
West 
Laurel 
street, 
claims to have suffered within the 
last fourteen months. 
The names 
of the 
defendants and 
the plaees 
where the 
poker ¿rallies 
in which 
Brand alleges to have lost his mon­ 
ey, were played were not made pub­ 
lic by Brand’s attorneys as they de­ 
clared that the> tirst desired to in­ 
corporate them 
in the 
court pro­ 
ceedings. 
The 
facts in 
connection 
with 
Brand’s losses are sensational and 
startling. 
Most of the money, it is 
said, was lo st m Seymour although 
games may 
have 
been 
played at 
■Crothersville and Brownstown. Some 
of the details of the ease are being 
withheld 
temporarily 
by 
Brand's 
attorneys hut it is expected that they 
will be given to the public in the near 
future. 
Brand, who i" an insurance agent 
in this city, is said to have told his 
attorneys a great deal of informa­ 
tion. 
According to his story to his 
attorneys, it is stated, he was invit­ 
ed into a poker game in this city 
fourteen months ago. 
At tirst he 
was only a visitor but later was in 
dueea to participate in a game. 
At 
the first “ sitting’’ lie lost a small 
amount hut later negotiated a loan 
for $350 from a local bank furnish­ 
ing the name of a friend as seeurit 
This money soon went the wav of 
thp other but Brand claims that he 
was induced to continue playing as 
he was told that he had to “ stay in 
to finally beat the game." 
According to information given bv 
Brand to his attorneys he has se­ 
cured loam 
within the last fourteen month-. The 
notes range from $350 downward 
and most of them are secured. 
The 
notes, it is stated, were given to the 
banks in Seymour and Brownstown. 
Ail of the notes held bv the hanks 


SaJar\ increases ranging from $20 
to $30 a month above the present 
contract have 
been voted 
for the 
teachers in the city schools for next 
year by the board of trustees. 
The 
advance* agreed upon for the term 
of 1920-1921 depend upon the serv­ 
ice in the schools and grade of work. 
The departments in which the teach­ 
ers are employed were also taken in 
consideration. 
The board also re­ 
elected all of the thirty-seven teach­ 
ers now 
employed 
in the 
public 
schools for service next year. 
No­ 
tices of re-election and of the higher 
scale 
of compensation, have 
been 
sent to the teachers. 
Under the new scale of pay no 
teacher in this city will receive less 
than $900 anfiuallv and the yearly 
wage will range from that amount 
to $1,800. 
The total increase in the 
salary budget for the coming vear 
will be $9,400 above the present pay­ 
roll. 
The increase amounts to ap­ 
proximately T w entv-li v e percent. 
The trustee were anxious to make 
as large an increase in salary as 
the available funds would permtit, 
but a further increase would prob­ 
ably have resulted in a term of eight 
months instead of nine months and 
the teachers objected t<» a shorter 
school vear. 
The increased salaries which have 
been demanded by the public «luring 
the last few months will mean a con­ 
siderably 
hfigher school levy 
next 
year. 
The money derived from the 
state for school purposes will not 
be increased and the additional sum 
of $9,400 needed to pay the increased 
salaries in 1920-1921 must be de­ 
rived bv local taxation. 
This mat­ 
ter was taken in consideration bv 
the >ehool board in voting the in­ 
creased pav scale and it was not 
believed advisable to in;ik*> a further 
increase in school taxes.
